Or that he will contain himſelf within the Li- 
mits of your Conditions, ſince in truth it were 
ſtrange, that he that cannot be contented to be the 
ſecond Perſon in France, and Heir apparent, ſhould 
be content to come to be ſecond Perſon, where he 
ſhould pretend no way to Sovereignty? His Power, 
T imagine, is not to be deſpiſed, ſince he is come

Height of all * Haps were allotted, to be your 
Huſband ; and therefore I may aſſuredly affirm, 
that what Good ſoever can follow Marriage, is no 
more his than any body's ; but the Evils and Dan- 
gers are peculiarly annexed to his Perſon and Con- 


dition. For as for the inriching of your Country 


with 'T reafure, which either he hath not, or hath 
otherwiſe beſtowed it; or the ſtaying of your Ser- 
vants Minds with new Expectation and Liberality, 
which is „ than fruitful; or the eaſing 
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of your Majeſty of Cares, which is as much as 
to ſay, the eaſing of you to be Queen and Sove- 
reign; I think every body perceives this way either 
to be full of Hurt, or void of Help.

Fear hath as little Shew of outward Appearance, 


as Reaſon, to match you together; for in this 


Eſtate he is in, whom ſhould he fear ? His Bro- 


ther? Alas! his Brother is afraid, ſince the King 


of Navarre is to ſtep into his Place. Neither can 


his Brother be the ſafer by his Fall ; but he may 


be the 3 by his Brother's; whereto whether 
ou will be an Acceſſary, you are to determine. 
he King of Spain, certainly, cannot make war 
upon him, but it muſt be upon all the Crown of 
France, which is no likelihood he will do.“ Well

The other Objection of Contempt in the Sub- 
jets, I aſſure your Majeſty if I had not heard it 
proceed out of your Mouth, which of all other I 
do moſt dearly reverence, it would as ſoon (con- 
ſidering the Perfections both of Body and Mind 
have 2 all Mens Eyes by the Height of your E- 

- Tate) have come to the Poſſihility of my Imagina- 
tion, if one ſnould have told me, on the contrary 
Side, that the greateſt Princes of the World ſhould 
envy the State of ſome poor deformed Pilgrim. 
What is there either within you, or without you, 
that can poſſibly fall into the A. of Contempt, 
to whom Fortunes are tried by ſo long Deſcent of 
your Royal Anceſtors? But our Minds rejoyce 
with the Experience of your inward Virtues, and 
dur Eyes are delighted with the Sight of you. But 

becauſe your own Eyes cannot fee yourſelf, nei- 
ther can there be in the World any Example fit 
to blaze you by, I beſeech you vouchfafe to weigh 
the Grounds thereef. The natural Cauſes are 
Lengths of Government, and Uncertainty of Suc- 
ceſhon. The Effects, as you term them, ap- 
pear by cheriſhing ſome abominable Speeches 
which ſome helliſh Minds have uttered. The 
longer a good Prince reigneth, it is certain the 
more he is eſteemed. There is no Man ever was 
weary of well-being;. and Good increaſed to Good, 
maketh the fame Good both greater and ſtronger ;- 
for it uſeth Men to know no other Cares, when 
either Men are born in the Time, and fo never 


ſaw other; or have ſpent much part of their 
| | flouxiſhing 
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flouriſhing Time, and ſo have no Joy to ſeek o- 


ther. In evil Princes, Abuſe 8 upon Abuſe, 
according to the Nature of Evil, with the Increaſe 


of Time, ruins itſelf: but in f Ken Govern- 


ment, where Neighbours Fires give us Light to 


fee our Quietneſs, where nothing wants that true 


Adminiſtration of Juſtice btings forth, Cy 
the Length of Time rather breeds a Mind to thi 
there is no other Life but in it, than that there is 


any Tediouſneſs in fo fruitful a Government. Ex- 
amples of good Princes do ever confirm this, who 


the longer they lived, the deeper ſtill they funk 
into the Subjects Hearts. Neither will I trouble 
u with Examples, being fo many and manifeſt. 
Look | into your own Eſtate; how willingly they 
grant, and law dutifully they pay ſuch Subſidies as 
7 demand of them; how they are no leſs trou- 


bleſome to your Majeſty. in certain Requeſts, than 


they were fn the Beginning of your Reign: and 
your Majeſty ſhall find you have a People more 
than ever devoted to you. 

As for the Uncertainty of Succeſſion, although 


for mine own Part, I know well I have caſt the 


utmoſt Anchor of my Hopes, yet for England's 
Sake I would not fay any thing againſt ſuch De- 
termination; but that uncertain Good ſhould bri 
Contempt to a certain Good. I think it is Benin 
alt Reach of Reaſon: nay becauſe, if there were 
no other Cauſe (as there are infinite) common 
Reaſon and Profit would teach us to hold that 
Jewel dear, the Loſs of which would bring us to 
we know not what: which likewiſe is to be ſaid 
of your Majeſty's Speech of the Riſing-ſun; a 
Speech firſt uſed by Scylla to Pomp eme, as 
e im were to 


of 
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of a many headed Confuſion. But in ſo lineal 
a Monarchy, wherever the Infant ſucks the Love of 
their rightful Prince, who would leave the Beams 
of ſo fair a Sun, for the dreadful Expectation of a 
divided Company of Stars? Virtue 'and ſuſtice 
are the only Bonds of Peoples Love: and as for 
that Point, many Princes have loſt their Crowns, 
whoſe own Children were manifeſt Succeſſors; and 
ſome, that had their own Children uſed as. Inſtru- 
ments of their Ruin. Not that I deny the Bliſs 
of Children, but only to ſhew Religion and Equity 
to be of themſelves ſufficient Stays. Neither is 
the Love, borne in the Queen your Siſter's 
Days, any Contradiction hereunto.;z. for, ſhe was 
the Oppreſſor of that Religion which lived in ma- 
ny Mens Hearts, and whereof you are known to 
be the Favourer. By her Loſs, was the moſt ex- 
cellent Prince in the World to ſucceed; by your 
Loſs, all Blindneſs light upon him that ſees not our 
Miſery. Laſtly, and moſt properly to this Pur- 
poſe, ſhe had made an odious Marriage with a 
Stranger; (which is now in queſtion whether 
your Majeſty ſhould do or no) ſo that if your Sub- 
jects do at this time look for any After- chance, 
it is but as the Pilot doth to the Ship- hoat, if his Ship 
ſhould periſh ; driven by EAT to the one; 
but, as long as he can with his Life, tendring the 
other. And this I fay, not only for the lively 
Parts that be in you, but even for their own Sakes, 
ſince they muſt needs ſee what Tempeſts threaten 
them.

The laſt Proof of this Contempt ſhould be the 
venomous Matter certain Men impoſtumed with 
Wickedneſs ſhould utter againſt you. Certainly 
not to be evil ſpoken of, neither Chriſt's Holineſs, 
nor Cæſar's Might, could ever prevent or Warrants 
| ere 
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there being for that no other Rule, than ſo to do, 
as that they may not juſtly tay Evil of you; 
which whether your Majeſty have not done, I 
leave it in you, to the Sincereneſs of your own. 
Conſcience, and Wiſdom of your Judgment in the 
World, to your moſt manifeſt Fruits and Fame 


through Europe. Auguſtus was told, that Men ſpoke 


of him much Hurt; It is no matter, ſaid he, ſo 
long as they cannot do much Hurt.“ And laſtly, 
Charles V. to one that told him, Le Hollandour 
parlent mal, mais ilz patient bien; anſwered Le. I

And truly in the Behalf your Subjects, I durſt with 


my Blood anſwer it, that there was never Mo- 
narch held in more precious Reckoning of her 
People; and before God, how can it be other- 
wiſe?

in the manner of no Moment, which I muſt then 
take as I could gett yt from Report. But I will 
in few Dayes trouble you with the whole and large 
Diſcourſe, which I think is one of the rareſt and 
ſtrangeſt Stories, both for the Deſigne and Con- 
fuſion thereof, and for the great Alterations fol- 
lowing, and Waies opened to greater, that. this 
Age, or many former haue produced. In the 
meane while, to giue your Honor a Longing to 


iect, and ſome fewe Obſeruations vpon it, and 
then conclude with. myne own Buſineſs. Firſt, 
- your Honor muſt knowe, that this laſt Emper- 
our, Oſman, was a Youth of a great and haughty 
Spiritt, very couragious, and a mortall hater of the 
Chriſtians 3 enuzous of the Glory of his Aunceſ- 
tors, hauing deſigned great Things; and ambiti- 
ous to aduance his Name higher than any of theirs. 
His firſt Enterpriſe was that of Poland, which hee 
vndertook of his owne Head, againſt the liking 
both of Viziers and Soldiours, who in a Monar- 
chy, grown to Riches and Hight, declyned from 
her antient Diſciplyne by Eaſe and Wealth, and 
perhaps, /onga dominatione inertes, are euer corrupt 
and lazy. This Action he thought fo eaſy, as 
that he had diſpoſed of the Diſtribution of his 
Conqueſt, and diuided the live Lyon's Skynne. 
Being met vpon the Borders with a poore Army, 
in compariſon, he was firſt (as J enformed you) 
worſted at Chotyn, fo that he was fayne to leaue 

t yntaken. Then, when he would haue forced 
the Trenches of the Chancellor, to haue advanc- 
ed into a playn Country, he could neuer procure 
his Janizaries to fight; though engaging his 11 6 
* : 2 : = 5 on, 
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Jon, once or twice, beyond the Regarde of his 
Quality; and in Concluſion was compelled to 
riſe ſhamefully, and to treat vpon eaſy Condi- 

tions; and, to ſaue his Honor, was very gladd, 
by my comming, of that Pretence to make a 
Peace (which yet depends) vntill hee had exe- 
cuted his deepe conceiued Councells. For this 
Diſgrace, he tooke ſo rooted an Indignation a- 
gainſt the Janizaries, and fo iuftly, that he often 
complayned, he was no King that was ſubject to 
the Infolencey of his owne Slaues, vpon whom 
he ſpent his Treaſures ; and yet they would nei- 
ther fight in Warre, nor be content in Peace, 
without exacting Bounties. Delauir Baſla Vizier; 
a Man of great Witt and Courage, and called 
from the Eaſtern Parts to this Action, who came 
ima braue and ſouldiourly Equipage aboue all his 
Captaines, was ſodainly made great Vizier, the 
former beeing in the ſame Diſgrace common with 
the Soldiours, though not in the Fault. This 
Man was. neuer bredd here, but had lived in 
Action for many Yeares, and ſo had no Faction 
nor Dependence in Court, but ſtood vpon him 
ſelfe; and beeing now, vnlooked for, advanced to 
this high Dignity, he wrought vpon the King's 
Dans K Yo riſked yt; and in Conclufion 
told him, It was true, he was no Emperour, nor 
could bee, while the Janizaries had the Power 
which they had lately vſurped. That they were 
corrupted from their antient Inſtitution, and were 
lazy Cowards, vnworthy of Bread. But if he 
would follow his Advice, he could prouide him a 
newe Soldioury about Damaſcus, and from the 
Coords, of Men, euer bredd in the frontire 
Warre, and of great Courage; and that of them 
he ſhould erect a newe Militia, that ſhould wholly 
2 18 8 3 depend 
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depend of him only, enterteyning forty thouſand 
in Pay, which ſhould allway be his Guard. That 
euery Beglerbegh, in his Gouerment, ſhould trayne 
ſome of the Inhabitants, who, in all Occaſions of 
making. a. great Army, ſhould be in readynes ; 
and hereby he ſhould 1 infinite Freaſure, and 
ſecure his Eſtate, eaten and in danger by theſe 
Drones; and be able, with Men of new Spirits, 
to doe greater Matters then any of his Aunceſ- 
tors. The King, pleaſed with this Councell, 
gaue all to the VIzier's Direction, who was a true 
3 and a very wiſe Man, able, by his Cre- 
ditt in Aſia, to performe this and more ; for he 
was exceedingly beloued in thoſe Parts, very rich, 
and had kept Damaſcus for himſelfe in the laſt 
Rebellion. Upon this Concluſion betweene them, 
he ſent his Letters to his Friends, and prouided 
ten thouſand thereabouts, and ten thuuſand 
from the Coords, all upon pretence of invading 
Perſia; and had cauſed the Emir de Saida to raite 
twenty thouſand, which was called a Reuolt, 
but was indeed in ayd of the King's Purpoſes, 
Who pretended to goe privately to Mecha; but 
his End was to meete thoſe Soldiours, and to ſtay a 
Yeare at Damaſcus, vntill he had regulated his new 
Army, and then to retorne to Conflantinople, and . 
root out and diſſolue all the Chambers of the 


Janizaries, and caſt the Spahees and Timariotts, 


and to exauctorate all their Captaynes, who eate 
vp his Country. And hauing thus ſettled all 
things here, he then reſolued, with his new 
Soldiours, to attempt the Recouery of his Honor 
in Chriftendome ; in the meane tyme to hold all 

ood Friendfhipp and Correſpondence there in all 

arts. Certenly this was a braue and well- 
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© the renewing of this decayed Empire, if God had 
not deſtroyed it; for it is very true, the Turkiſh 
Emperour is now but the Janizaries Treafurer, 
If this Proiect had taken place, God knowes 
what Euents it might have produced by a Civill 
Warre ; for doubtlefſe the Soldioury here would 
haue ſett upp'a new. King, and maynteyned him 
as they could, and this European Part had bene 
torne TOY the Diviſion ; beſides Delauir Baſſa, 
hauing the King in his Poſſeſſion, and the Trea- 
ſure and his own Authority ſo greate, and his In- 
clynation velle imperare, once diſcouered, it may 
well be thought that he would haue ſhared ſome 
Part of this greate Eſtate. If, on the other ſide, 
the King had preuailed, and the Vizier proued , 
faithfull, I am perſwaded they would haue made 
ſuch a Reformation, and erected ſuch a newe 
Order for the Warre and Treaſure, that he would 
haue troubled all Chri/tendome ; but, ub: difquiſt- 
tor ſecull huius? Wonne infatuavit Deus ſapientiam 
mundi huius? Perdam ſapientiam ſapientum, et va- 
nam reddam intelligentiam intelligentium. I know 
not whether I ought to'wiſh, that theſe Councells 
had ſucceeded or not : now I am ſure we are here 
governed by a poore and ſeely Man; or rather, 
here is no Gouernment, where Slaues, that in 
' fewe Howres could chaunge the preateſt Monarch, 
are become ſo inſolent, that yett there is no open 
Diuan or Councell, vntill they haue receiued a 
Donatiue for Guerdon of their Iniquity. Your 
Honor will ztue mee leaue to make ſhort Obſer- 
vations. Firſt, that the Treaſury, by the three 
Chaunges in ſower Years (for euery Janizary in 
the Empire, whether abſent or preſent, hath 
twenty-five Checquins Gold, beſides the Spahees 
and other Orders) and by the late Warr, is "oy 
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much exhauſted, and theſe Fellowes all liuing 
that haue had the Milke, and now inured to. 
proſperous Mutinies, they haue taken ſuch Head 
as cannot be ſuffered, nor fafely taken off; and J 
doe not think that all is quiett, though it appears. 
1o.; but that we ſhall haue new Troubles from, 
thoſe: prepared in Alia, who will attempt a Re- 


5 venge for the Death of a King that was their 


Martyr: Ef hinc ruinæ. Secondly, in the De- 
vip of the Vprore itſelfe; that the Soldiours. 
ad no Intention at firſt, either to depoſe or hurt 

their Emperour, butt only to, ſtay him, and to- 

dutt off the Counſellors of his Journey, whom. 
the next Day, dead and buried, they bitterly la- 
mented, knowing they had raſhly ſett vp one 
whom they muſt change for Diſability. - Third- 
Wo at the Order ; that theſe Mutiners, hauing no 


ead or Direction, kept that Reglement, that 
they tooke Oath in their Fury in the King's Yard, 


not to ſpoile nor ſack the Imperiall Throne, as 
their owne Diſhonour, and neither committed 
nor ſuffered any Infolency nor Violence in the 
Citty ; and, which. is ſtrange, I thinke there hath 
not bene dane, in the three Dayes and three 
Nights, one thouſand Checquins Dammage to the 
Neutralls, nor to any butt to thoſe obnoxious ſor 
ſome former Quarrell and fix of them meeting 
with 1001. of myne in the Streets, in the Hands 
of a poore Man, they firſt tooke it away; but he 
pleading it was myne, they retorned yt; ſo that 
I may: wonder at ſuch orderly Diforder. This 
Plott was diſcouered.: to the Soldiours, by: Words 
of Diſdaine lett fall from the King, by remouing 
all his Treafure, pulling down the Riches of his 
_ Houſe, melting Furniture and Saddles, and what- 
ſoeuer could be converted. into. Bullion. Thus

your Honor bath a Modell of Troubles and my 
Contemplations, which Tyme may enlarge. For 
our owne Bufines : they will now doe any thing. 
] ſhall propound for Poland, hauing ſent Offers 
thither, and will ſend into England; but whether 

it were well done now to aſſiſt to any Peace, I 
know not; yet will follow my Inſtructions. 
Within fower Dayes after this, I procured to be 
renewed all my Commands and Letters for Tunes 
and Alger, in this Emperour's Name, and haue 
diſpeeded them away, according to my Adviſes 
ſent your Honor by my Coſen, Robert Roe; ſo 
that I think I ſhall rather fortify than weaken that 
Deſigne. The Letter written to his Majeſtie by 
the laſt Emperour ſhal be confirmed, and wee are 
iuſt in priſtins flatu. I beſeech your Honor, read 
Part of this my Letter to his Majeſtie, and medi- 
ate for me, that yt may abſolve mee, vntill I can 
put it in better Forme, being ſcarſe allowed Tyme 
to tranſcribe this, that you may read yt. Et ab

LETTER: MW. 
Relation of the Death of Sultan Os MAx. 
TE Grand gignier Sultan Oſman, diſcontented 


euer ſince his Diſgrace in Poland, as ſoone as 
he came to Conſtantinople, pretended a Journey 
vpon the Emir de Saida, who. was reported to be 
in Rebellion, hauing taken Armes to other Ends: 
but beeing diuerted from this Purpoſe by the great 
Inſtance of the Viziers, and that it would not ſo 
well ſerue his ſecrett Deſignes, becauſe he muſt 
then keep an Army on foote, he gave out that 
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be would viſitt Mecha, the Tomb of his falſe 
Prophett. Lo make this Voiage the more ſecure 
in Appearance, he ſeemed content to accept of 
any Treaty with the Polacks, euen to Conditions 
both of - Diſadvantage and Diſhonor. For his 
Eſtates in Hungary, he. re-enforced the Frontire 
with diuers Troopes; and though he were much 
troubled at the League betweene the Emperour of 
Germany and Bethlem Gabor, yett he diſſembled it 
ſoe as that he would not diſpleaſe the Tranſylua- 
nian, but rather offered newe Succors, and For- 
bearance of his Tribute. From the Incurſions of 

the Caſſachs, he hoped to aſſure himſelfe by the 
Treaty of the Poles; and in occaſion of Breach, 
he had the Tartars ready to requite them, it bee- 
ing both their Trades to live vpon Spoile and 
- Robbery; and for more Security, he appointed 

twenty Gallies to keep the Black Sea. The com- 

mon People, and Viziers, that loued Reſt, and 
knew not the Defigne, were much troubled and 
diſcontent at this Journey, who made many Re- 
monſtrances to him of the Inconuenience and Dan- 
ger to leaue the Seat of his Empire to the Truſt of 
a Deputy, in a Tyme when Bethlem Gabor was 
newly reconciled to the Germayne Emperour, and 
therefore not to be truſted, and the Polacks newly 
conciled to him, and therefore to be miſtruſted. 
Diuers other Reaſons were made to him, many. 
Petitions delivered from the Churchmen, Law- 


hos yers, and from all Eſtates ; but melancholy Re- 


uenge had wholly poſſeſſed him, ſo that by no 
means he could be perſwaded to deſiſt. The 
Soldioury paſſed ſo farre, as to threaten publique- 
ly, and to proteft they would not follow, but ra- 
ther ſett upp another King in his Abſence, that 
Mould ſtay among them. This alſo 3 
8 8 | other 
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other Effect, butt Encreaſe of Deſpight againſt 
them. In Concluſion, carried by his owne Fate 
to Deſtruction, the 7th of May (hauing firſt com- 
manded away all his Gallies to the Leuant, and 
thereby diſpoſed away many of his Soldiours) 
he beganne to paſſe ouer his Tents and Pauilions 
to Alia Side, with great Quantities of Treaſure. 
The Janizaries and Spahees (who had alſo ſecrett 
Intelligence vpon the King, his owne Words and 


| Actions betrayeing ſome further Deſſigne than a 


Pilgrimage; for he made Preparations to carry a- 
way all his Jewells and Treafure, euen defaceing 
his Pallace, and taking from Churches, and his 
Wardrobes, whatſoever could. be conuerted to 
Bullion) ſuddenly mett at the Hyppodrome in 
the City, upon a Word giuen, and from thence 
ranne to the Seraglio in Tumult, butt without 
Armes; and there, according to their barbarous 
Mutinyes, cryed out for the King (hauing firſt 
taken-order to ſtopp the Paſſage of any thing vpon 
the Water) who appearing to them, aſked, What 
this Infolency meant ? and what they pretended ? 
They then, by the Mouth of a Multitude (for 
they had no Head but that of the Monſter) de- 
manded firſt, That he ſhould not proceed in his 
Purpoſe to goe to Hecha; nor into A/ia ; but that 
he muſt abide in the Citty. Secondly, 'They 
would haue deliuered to their Fury the great Vi- 
zier Nelavir Balſa, the Hoia or, the King, the 
Caſlariaga Gouernour of the Woemen, the Tef- 
terdar or 'T reaſorer, the Caddee-leſkar or chiefe 
Juſtice, and ſome others, as Enemyes to the State, 
and conſenting to this Voiage, which, they pre- 
tended, would be the Ruyne of the Empire. 'The 
hrſt, after a little Diſpute, the King granted 
vynto them, promiſing to giue ouer his Journey; 
e | 5 but 
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but they, not content, exacted it in Writing. To 
the ſecond he replyed, That it was a Diſhonor to 
him to haue his Seruants ſo vſed without Order of 
HH ; but perſwaded them to. haue Patience to 
ay untill Satterday, the next Diuan or publique 
Councill, where they ſhould all appeare ; and, if 
they were. found culpable,., they ſhould receiue 
Puniſhment: not meaning to performe any of 
this, but to gett time, and allay the preſent Fury. 
Theſe Fellowes, not content with this moderat 
Anſwere, vndertooke to knowe that they were 
8 therefore that there needed no other 
Vittnes, Tryall, nor Judge, but themſelves; and 
with extreame Clamor called to haue them de- 
Juered : but the King, refuſing to giue them any 
other Satisfaction, and they, vnprepared for Force, 
retorned into the Citty, which was now all in. 
feare, euery Houſe and Shopp ſhut upp, expect - 
ing a generall Sack. But they followed the Way 
of their one Hatred, and firit went to the Houſe 
of the Hoia, which they brake and pillaged; but 
not finding him, they proceeded to the great Vi- 
Zier s, who made ſome Defence, and, they bee- | 
ing unarmed, beat them off, and ſo they ſepa- 
rated, beeing nowe Euening; but kept a Guard 
in ſome Parts of the Towne. This Night the 
King made an Attempt to fend ouer to Aſia Side, 
but was preuented, and to fortify and defend his 
eraglio, which is walled ſtrongly about, and 
hath alway in it, of houſhold Seruants, about 
three thouſand: but, it ſeems, no Man would 
arme in his Cauſe; for the next Morning theſe 
Mutiners aſſembled againe, and taking their 
Armes, went firſt to the Mufti or Arch-prieft a- 
mong them, and forced him and diuers others to 
accompany them to the Court, where they anew 
. demanded

_ demanded theſe Men, butt with more Inſtance _ 
and Fury. In the mean tyme, the Hoia, Cad- 

dee-leſkar, and Tefterdar fledd, and were yet neuer 
heard of. The Vizier retired to the King, and 
perſwaded him earneſtly to ouer in Perſon in 
his owne Boats (which from his Garden he might 
ceaſily doe) to 4/ia, and there to take Horſe, and 
he would ſecure him from all Perill; but the 
King would not moue, bidding him ſtay confi- 
dent and aſſured, that he would puniſh theſe Re- 
bells. The wiſe old Man, ſceing this Conſtancy- 
or Obſtinacy, deſired leaue to ſhitte- for himſelfe, 
which he either tooke or obteyned, and ſo gott 
away to the Hermitage of a Sainct renowned 
amongſt them, who (like himſelfe) betrayed 
him to a Captayne of the Janizaries, yet did him 
the Fauour as not to deliuer him to the Multi- 

tude, but carried him back into the King's Houle. 

All this tyme it was diſputed in the Seraglio about 
the Delivery of theſe Officers, the Emperour re- 

fuſing, the Rebells clamouring and threatening; 
inſomuch as he beganne to feare they would break 

in, and, in their Rage, do worſe then was yett 
pretended. Whereupon, whether by the King's 

Order, or by his owne Conſent, willing to be 
the Peace- offering, the Vizier went out to them, 

and with good Aſſuredneſs demanded, What they 
ſought of him, and wherein he had offended ? 
But they anſwered: him with their Swords, and 
ſodainly cutt him in pieces. The Emperour, 
ſeeing their Fury ſo outragious, had now more 
Cauſe to doubt, and retired himſelfe, then too 
late, when he had loſt his braue Counſellor, - 
would haue fled into Aſia, and could not, but 
conveyed himſelfe into a priuat Place, prepared 
dy bis Bu/tengs Baſſa, or chiefe 9 ow 
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Rebells continue without in their Maddneſs, afk- 
ing for the King, and for more Sacrifices: but 
the Seruants proteſting they knew not where he 
Was, they ſaid, They mult haue a King, and, if 
he would not appeare, they would make another. 

And hauing a while attended, they reſolued to 
enter the Pallace (but firſt tooke a general Oath, 
not to fack the Imperiall Throne, which they 
called their Houſe and their Honor) and there 
ſeeking for the King, not able to find him, they 
-extorted by Confeſſion, the Caſlariaga, and flewe 
him; and then they demanded for Muſtafa, Vn- 
ele to Oſman, by him formerly depoſed, a. Man 
eſteemed rather holy (that is franticque) than 
wiſe, and indeed fitter for a Cell then a Scepter. 
The King, the firſt Day of this Tumult, had 
putt Muſtafa into a Vault with two Negro Wo- 
men, without Bread or Drink; in which Eſtate 
theſe new Electors found him allmeft naked, and 
halfe pyned. At firſt fight, he thought they had 
bene the Meſſengers of his Death; butt that Feare 
paſſed ouer, he begged of them a Cupp of Wa- 
ter, whom they tooke, and inſtantly proclaymed 
their Emperour, which he was as loath to accept, 
uti pudebat autii nomms. How vnſtable are the 
Eſtates of the greateſt Princes! Quem dies videt 
veniens iacentem, hunt dies videt fugiens regnaniem. 
He that was now in the Jawes of Death, naked, 
ſtarued, and dyeing for Thirſt, is become the 
Emperour, and may drink Gold, or the Bloud of 
Men. They, as yet not knowing what was 
become of Oſman, and loath to truſt Muſtafa in 
the Pallace, carried him in Tryumph to the old 
Seraglio, and there left him, departing to the 
Sack of the Vizier's Houſe, and ſo in the Euen- 
ing to their Rendeuous, where they kept er. 
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good Guard and good Order in the Citty, from 
Fires and other Falolencies. Sultan Oſman, a- 
mazed with this, Newes, ſo ſoone as they had left 
the Court, came out, and called to Counſell in 
the Night Huzein Baſla, late Vizier in the Poliſb 
Warr, and the Aga of the Janiſaries, both faith- 
full to him, and demanded their Aduiſe; firſt 
hauing ſent to the Seraglio, to practize the Wo- 
men there to ſtrangle Huta. Butt ſome tak- 
ing his Part, a newe Vprore aroſe in the Houſe 
betweene that Sexe; and the Soldiours that kept 
Watch, taking the Alarum, entered in and reſ- 
cued him, and from thence remoued him to, the 
Chambers of the Janizaries, where they guarded 
him for that Night in an ill Lodging. All this 
tyme Oſman conſults what Courſe to take. Theſe 
two his Frends, and ſome others, tell him, that 
the Caſe was deſperat, and would not be cured 
but by a deſperat Remedy; and therefore they a- 
greed, that the Aga ſhould goe and perſwade 
with the Mufti, and that the King in the Morn- 
ing ſhould ſodainly preſent himſelfe to the Soldi- 
ours at their owne Dore, and make Experience 
what his Preſence, his Submiſſion, and his Bene- 
uolence promifed, could worke, to moue them to 
Loyalty or Compaſſion. ; which Counſel], early 
in the Morning, they putt in practize. The 
King, accompanied with the Mufti (who neuer 
conſented to his depoſing, though he fauored the 
Soldiours againſt the Vizier) with Huzein Baſſa, 
and about twelue Horſemen, went directly to the 
Janizaries Colledge, where. Mu/tafa was kept ; 
and there in Tears made them an Oration, offer- 
ing great Recompence, repenting of his Errors; 
and finally, inuoked them, by the Meritts of his 
F ather, and all his Aunceſtors, to haue ſome 
Pitty upon their true Maſter, The Multitude, 
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tam prona in miſericardiam quam immodica ſevitig 
fuerat, now know not what to doe; a ſilent Mur- 
mur ranne amongſt them, and they were halfe 
_ "converted : but the Aga of the Janizaries,. think- 
ing to merit of the King, and beginning to plead 
vnſeaſonably for him, with ſome harſh Words of 
 Vpbraydure, t natura marts On Jo venti tur- 
$i4a, anewe moued their Fury; ſo that they cry- 
ed out, Treaſon, and fell vpon him and Huzein 
Baſſa, and cutt them into peeces, euery Man: 
taking a part of their Fleſh to ſatiat their Re- 
venge. The Mufti would ſpeake, but is with- 
drawne by ſome for Reſpect to his Place, and with 
difficulty is conveyed away. Now the poor C/ 
man fees his Frends ſlayne, and knowes not 

which way to conuert himſelfe ; but bynding vp 
His Eyes with a Napkin, expects Death as the jſt 
of their Fury. But they carry him firſt before 
Muſtafa, and accuſe him as the Diſturber of the 
15 of the Bu and 1 5 Sentence a- 
gainſt him: more vulgi, ſuum qui ſque flagitium alijs 

"Pay by + 7 bs ps Prince 84 for Lite, 
and the newe King knowes not how to condemne, 
but nodds, and agrees to all that is propounded. 
At laſt they conſult with themſelues, and putt 
him vpon à Horſe (ae inſolent Spahee changing 
Turbants with him) and ſent him away Priſoner 
to the ſeaven Towers vnder good Guard, and 
then retorned their newe Maſter, and placed him 
in the Seraglio, and imperiall Throne, where he 
| hath need of good Broaths and Nouriſhment to 
reſtore his decayed Body. - The Soldiqurs think all 
is done, and (only ſacking the Houſes of Hugein 
Baſſa, and ſome others, their conceiued Enemyes) 
t 15 retorne in quiett to their ſeueral Lodgings, 
and haue no further Malice. But the newe Vizier, 
Daout Balla, made by Maftafa, knew WO. if 
: ; man 
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Oſman lived, that this Storme might paſſe ouer, 
and he would as eaſily, and by the ſame Meanes, 
retorne to his Eſtate, as he fell from it; valgus, ut 
mos et, cutuſque novi motus cupidum; therefore he 
conſulted: with ſome fewe intereſſed in Muſtafas 

Preferment, and: thereby obnoxious to Oſnan, to- 
ſearch how many of the rotall Bloud were left a- 
liue, and reſolued, if there remayned twoe, to- 
make an end of Oſinan. Twoe of his Brothers 
were found; the one about twelue, the other- 
about ſeauen Years of Age; and thereupon the- 
Vizier went himſelfe to the Prifon, with a pack 
of Hangmen, and gaue order to ſtrangle the vn 
fortunat Prince, who now, hauing had no Reſt- 
in two Nights, and thinking himſelfe ſecure for a 
Seaſon, was newly fallen aſleepe; but, awaked- 
by the comming of theſe Meſſengers, aſked 
What Newes ? Roking he did not like their ſo- 


dayne Intruſion. They at firſt ſtood amazed, and 


the King made ſhow to defend himſelfe; but a: 
ſtrong Knaue ſtroke him on the Head with a Bat- 
tle· axe, and the reſt, leaping vpon him, ſtrangledi 
him with much adoe. . 
Thus, one of the greateſt Monarchs in the 
World is firſt affronted by mutined T'roopes, his. 
owne Slaues almoſt vnarmed, and fewe in Nom- 
ber, no Man taking vp a Sword to defend him; 
and they who beganne this Maddnes, not meaning 
to hurt him,. by the encreaſe of their owne Fury, 
which hath: no Bounds, depoſe him againſt their 
owne Purpoſe, and at laſt expoſe his Life, againſt 
their Will; to the Councells of other Men whom © 
they equally hate; and now they mourne for their 
dead King as freſhly,. as they raged vnreaſonably, 
— they haue ſtayned their Honor, beeing. 
the firſt of their Emperours they euer betrayed, 
and that they haue ſet up another whom they muſt

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chaunge for Diſability. Non unquam tulit documents 
bers maiora, quam fragili loca larent ſuperbi. 
I., his is the laſt Act of the Life of Sultan O/man, 
but his Intents and great Deſigns which drewe 
vpon him this fatall Blowe, I ſuppoſe will not be 
vaworthy the Communication : the Practices, 
Reaſons, Secretts, and Councells of all Actions 
beeing the Soul of Hiſtory, and res geſtæ but the 
bare Careaſs. And I am perſwaded, as many 
Ages haue not produced ſo ſtraunge an Example 
of the Incertenty of humane Greatnes, ſo in the 
Diſpoſition thereof, and in theW aies leading there- 
' unto, there is ſeen. euidently the wonderfull | 
Prouidence of God, in confounding the Councells 
of the worldly Wiſe, who had laid a Foundation 
of newe Greatnes, whereby he aſpired the uniuer- 
fall Monarchy; ambitious of the Honor of Traian, 
in whoſe tyme the decayed Empire was ſaid, 
primum movere lacertos, et ſenectutem imperij quaſi 
reddita iuventute revireſcere: and, laſtly, the 
World may fee vpon how weake Foundations this 
Monarchy. was at firſt builded ; how it is now 
ſhaken and corrupted ; how their Kings are ſub- 
iect to the Rage of a fewe Slaues; how Anarchy 
hath prepared yt an eaſy Prey to any able Hand 
that would attempt it. From the Inuaſion of 
Poland all theſe Changes tooke their Beginning, 
Sultan Oſman aduanced to the Throne in his 
_ - Youth, full of Heat and Bloud, beeing of a 
great and haughty Spiritt, very couragious, ſtrong 
of Body, a mortall Hater of Chriſtians, enui- 
ous of the Glory of his Anceſtours, and am- 
bitious to raiſe. his Name aboue any of theirs, 
had projected in himſelfe the Conqueſt of the 
Remaynes of the bordering Europe. But to fo 
great Deſignes he had one Vice that reſiſted all 
0 of Proſperity, which was extreme —_—_ 
, bY Es al 


and hee fell into the later Tymes, and decrepid 
Age, ubi vires luxu corrumpebantur, contra veterem 
diſciplinam, et inſtituta maiorum, apud quos, virtute 


quam pecunid,” res militaris melius fletit. His firft 


Enterprize was that of Poland, moued by the In- 
curſions of the Coſſachs, which yet he undertooke 
of his owne Head, without the Sense of any of 
his Viziers; who, in a Monarchy growne to the 
height by Eaſe and Wealth, and perhapps longa 
dominatione inertes, are euer corrupt and lazy, and 
againſt the likeing of all the Soldiours, who nowe, 


contrary to their Inſtitution, beeing married, and 


Fathers of a Family, entered into Trades, receu- 
ing nothing, in Warr more than in Peace, præter 
pericula et labores, are not eaſily drawne from 


their owne Chymneyes. This Action he thought 


ſo eaſy, as he had diſpoſed of this Conqueſt, and 
divided the liue Lyon's Skynne. But beeing mett 
vpon the Borders with a poore Army in compari- 
ſon, he was firſt arreſted at Chotyn, a little Fortreſſe, 
which he was fayne to leaue behind him untaken ; 
and then ſeeking to Aduance into the playne Cun- 
try, by forceing the "Trenches of the Chancel- 


lor of Poland, oppoſed againſt him, he could 


neuer procure his Janizaries to fight, though en- 
gaging his Perſon once or twice beyond the Re- 


guard of his Quality, and his owne Troops ready 


to mutyne againſt him, or forſake him, he was 
enforced at laſt to raiſe ſhamefully his Camp, and 


to accept of any Treaty to ſaue his outward 


Honor. In this thay he loſt aboue a hundred 
thouſand Horſes for want of Fodder, and eighty- 
thouſand Men for want of Fighting; for they 
would rather dye running, or pyllaging, or eating, 
than in the Face of the "by For this Diſgrace, 
he tooke ſoinward and rooted an Indignation againft 
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the Janizaries, and fo juſtly, that he often lamented 
himſelfe, and complayned, he was no King that 
was ſo ſubject to the Inſoleney of his owne Slaues, 
vpon whom he ſpent great Jreaſures; and yet theß 
would neither fight in Warre, nor obey in Peace, 
without exacting new Bountyes and: Priuiledges. 
Delaui Baſſa, a Man of a great Wit and Courage, 
lately called from the Eaſtern Parts, where he had 
long gouerned with Honor, to this Action, who 
came in, though late, yett in a very braue and 
warrlike Equipage above all other his Capteynes, 
was ſodainly made great Vizier ;- the former, 
Huzemn Balla, being in the ſame Diſgrace common 
with the Soldiour, though not in the fame Fault. 

This Man was neuer bredd at Court, but had 
Hued many Years in Action, and ſq had neither 

Faction nor Dependence here, butt ſtood upon 
himſelfe and his owne Meritt; and beeing now, 
vnlooked for, advanced to this high Dignity, he 
wrought vpon the King's Diſcontent, and nouriſh- 
ed it, and in Concluſion told him, That it 
was true, he was no Emperour, non eould be 
_ fafely aliue, while the Janizaries had that Power 
Which they lately vfurped: informing him, that 
they were corrupted from antient Inſtitution, and 
were lazy Cowards, giuen ouer to Eaſe and Luſt; 
et anims per libidines corrupto, nihil hongſtum incrat. 
But if his Majeſtie would pull-vp his Spirits, and 
follow his Adviſe, he would prouide him a newe 
Soldioury, about Damaſcus, and from the Coords, 
_ of Men euer bredd in the frontire Hardnes and 
Warre, of great Courage and Experience; and 
that of them he ſhould erect a new Militia, that 
mould wholly depend of him, enterteynirig only 
forty thouſand in pay, which ſhould allway be 
tis Guard; and that in the Diſtribution of every 
| Prouince, 
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rouince, he ſhould conſtitute, that the BegJer- 
begh in his Gouerment ſhould trayne ſome of the 
Inhabitants, who in all. Occaſions. ſhould be in 
_ readineſs 3; and hereby he ſhould ſpare infinite 

Treaſures ſpent vpon theſe Drones, that eat vp 
his Eſtate, and with, Men of newe Spiritts and 
Hopes he ſhould be enabled to doe greater Mat- 
ters then-any of his Aunceſtors. But, with all,. 
he deſired the King to communicate this Coun- 
ſell to no Man, nor to truſt his Life vpon ano» 
ther's Secrecy. Delauir Baſſa neuer ieuealing him 
felf to any butt the King, who, extreamely pleaſed 
with this Aduiſe that flattered his owne Humour, 
conſented, and remitted all to the Vizier's Direc- 
tion, who was a true Soldiour and a very wiſe: 
Man, able by his Creditt in 4/ia to perform all. 
he had undertaken; for he was exceedingly be- 
loued in thoſe Parts, very rich, and had kept 
Damaſcus, whereof he was Gouernour, for him 
ſelfe in the laſt Rebellion. Vpon this Concluſtom 
betweene them, it was firſt agreed, that the King: 
ſhould pretend to:goe in Perſon, againſt the Emir: 
de Saida,, who was moued to take Armes really, 
to aiſiſt in the Deſigne. But they vſed it to. 
eouler the Departure of the Emperour, which, 
when it was well weighed, it was found that then. 
the Army of Janizaries muſt. be kept together, 
which could not agree with their Ends. Here- 
upon the Journey of Mecha was diuviged, that. 
the -King might, vnder. the Shadow of an holy: 
Pilgrimage, goe out with ſmall Trayne, and dif- 
perſe thoſe who were ſuſpected to him; and for 
this Preparation was made, but ſomwhat too: 
groſsly, by melting of all the Plate, Saddles, Fur-- 
niture of Houſe, Lamps of Churches, and what-- 
locucr elſe could be more eaſily conueighed away; 
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in Mettle, with all the ] ewells and Treaſury, | 
This gaue the firſt 'Suſpicion, which was con- 
firmed by diuers vnaduiſed Words lett fall by the 


King, of Diſdayne againſt the Cowardiſe of the 
Janizaries, and that he would ſhortly find him- 


ſelfe Soldiours that ſhould whipp them; and laſt- 
W diſmiffing all his Houſhold, except ſome fewe 
Elect, the Diſcontented-obferued and betrayed him. 


Delauir Baſſa kept his owne Secrett, and in the 
meane tyme prepared by his Frends in Aſia ten 
__ thouſand about Damaſcus, tenne thouſand from 
the Cyords, beſides thoſe in readineſs of the Emir 
de Saida, and all vpon pretence of defending the 
Borders of Perſia, as hauing Intelligence of ſome 
Chaunge in thoſe Parts; and gaue order, that 
all thick ſhould meet the Kinge at Damaſcus, 
where he would preſently cutt oft his Guard, and 
Ray there vntill he had regulated his new Army 
and Diſciplyne, and then to retorne tryumphant 


to Conſtantinople, and vtterly root out the Order 
of Janizaries, Spahees, and Timariotts, and to 


exauctorat all their Capteynes and Officers, to ſet- 
tle a new Gouerment, and to chaunge the Name 
of the Citty. And all theſe Things ſucceeding, 
he then reſolued, with his new Soldiours, to at- 
tempt the Recouery of his Honor in Chri/tendome 
in the meane tyme, to hold a diſſembled Frend- 


ſhipp there in all Parts. Certenly this was a braue 


and well-grounded Deſſigne, and of great Con- 
ſequence for the renewing of this decayed Em- 


pire, languiſhing vnder the Inſolencies of lazy 


Slaues, if God had not deſtroyed it; it beeing 
very true, that the Tur#/# Emperour ſtands at the 
Deuotion of his owne Troopes for Peace or Warr, 


Life or Death; and is, in effect, nothing but the 


Steward or Treaſurer of his Janizaries. If this

Project had taken effect, what Euents it might 
haue produced by a Civill Warr, is not eaſy to 
judge; for doubtleſs the Soldioury here would 
haue ſett vp another King, and maynteyned him 
as well as they could, and this European Part had 
bene in' danger to haue bene torne away by the 
Diuiſion. Beſides, Delauir Baſſa hauiug the King 
and the Treaſury in his Poſſeſſion, and his owne 
Creditt ſo great, and his Inclynation, velle imperare, 
once diſcouered, it may well a that he 
had ſome Ends of his owne to ſhare a Part of this 
mighty Eſtate. If, on the other ſide, the Vizier 
had proued true and faithfull, the Reformation 
and new Erection of the Diſciplyne of Warre, 
and the Encreaſe of 'Treaſure conſequent to the 
Diſmiſſion of the old Militia, would haue bene 
fearfull to all Chriſtendome; but ub: ęſt ſapiens? 
ubi diſguiſitor ſecult huius? Perdam ſapientiam ſapi- 
entum, et vanam reddam intelligentiam intelligentium. 
It is a great Queſtion whether were the wiſer With, 
that theſe Counſells had ſucceeded, or not; for 
either Diuiſion and Subuerſion, or a new Proſperity 
and Enlargement of their Dominion, had neceſ- 
ſarily followed. Some Obſervations vpon this Oc- 
caſion will not be very impertiment to thoſe that 
deſire to know as well the Diſpoſition and V ſe, as 
the Things themſelves. Firſt, in the Purpoſe of 
the Soldiour; not at all to violate nor hurt the King, 
much leſſe to depoſe and murther him; but only 
to take away thoſe about him whom they thought 
Aſſiſtants in this Project. Vet the Fury once on 
foot, they proceeded by inſenſible Stepps, to tlie 
uttmoſt of Outrage, againſt many Innocents in 
that Buſineſs, though otherwiſe obnoxious; and 
againſt the Throne and Life of their owne Em- 
perour; ubi fur ingruat, innocentes ac noxios iuxta 
8 | cadere 
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cadere, Secondly, in the Degrees; that euen yet 
the King had not fallen thus lowe, if firſt he had 
not loſt that Awe and Reuerence which alway at- 
tendeth vpon Majeſtie, by vnſeemely Offices done 
by him in the Streetes and Tauernes, apprehend- 
ing many Soldiours for petty Faults like a Conſta- 
ble, making his Perſon common, cheape, and 
deſpiſed among them, which was wont only to be 
ſeene and feared, as ſomwhat ſupra humanitatem, 
And this he did alſo in Hatred and Diſdayne of 
thoſe that had in the Warr forſaken him. And 
Jaftly, now in his laſt Act, if his owne Obſtinacy 
had not plunged him into Deſtruction, but that 
_ he had ſoftened them by ſeaſonable yeelding to 
Tyme, he had prevailed only by Tyme. Thirdly, 
in the Order; that theſe Mutineers hauing no Head 
nor Direction, kept that Reglement, that they tooke 
_ «Oath in their Fury, in hot Blood, in the King's 
Yard, not to diſhonour, ſpoile, nor ſack the Im- 
periall Throne; neither committed nor ſuffered | 
any Inſolence nor Violence in the City to the Neu- 
tralls, butt rather proclaymed Peace and Juſtice, 
Fourthly, in the Conſequence; that at the third 
Daye's End all was as quiett, and all Men in their 
Trade, as if no ſuch thing had happened; only 
the Janizaries ſuffered no Druzn nor Councill, vn- 
till they had ruceiued a Donatiue, as Guerdon of 
their Iniquity. In which alſo the infinite Waſt of 
Treaſure is worthy Conſideration, which muſt of 
neceſſity bee | exceedingly exhauſted by three 
Changes in fower Yeares, and by the late Warrs ii 
Perſia and Poland. For euery Janizary in the 
Empire, abſent or preſent, whoſe Roll is about 
forty thouſand, receiues twenty-five Checquins 
5 Gold, beſides Spahees, Jamoglans, and all other 
Orders, at euery Alteration, Which amounts in al 
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neare to two Millions. And now theſe Fellowes 
all living, that have taſted the Sweet of proſperous 
| Mutinies, Hhaud ignari ſumma ſeelera incipi cum peri- 
culo, peragi cum præmio, "oy haue taken ſuch a 
Head as cannot ſafely be ſuffered on, nor ſecurely 
be taken oft. Fiftly, of certeyne Præſages that fore- 
ranne; it being related to mee from the Mouth of a 
| Caddeeinward with the King, a Moneth before the 
Tumult, that Oſman dreamd in the Night that he 
thought to ryde a Cammell ; and beeing mounted, 
he could not force him to goe by Strypes or fayre 
meanes; and then, he deſcending in a Rage, the 
Body of the Beaſt vaniſhed, and left his Head in 
the King's Hand; who next Day, troubled at this 
Fancy, ſent to a learned Man familiar with him, 
for the Interpretation; he excuſed. himſelfe, as 
vnfit to giue Opinion in a Matter of that Conſe- 
quence; but perſuaded Oſnan to ſend to the 
Mufti; he alſo craued Pardon, but withall ſaid, 
there was none ſo fitt to interprett it as Muſtaſa, 
the King's Uncle, and now Emperour, who is 
eſteemed an holy Man, that hath Viſions, and 
angelick Speculations, in playne Termes betweene 
a Madd-man and a Foole. The King repaires 
to Muſtafa, who briefly tells him, The Camell 
ſignifies his Empire; his Ryding, Abuſe in Go- | 
uernment; his Deſcention, his Be the 
vaniſhing of the Body, the Reuolt of his Subjects; 
the Head remayning in his Hand, only a bare 
Title; and that he ſhould ſurely dye within fewe 
Moneths, and looſe his Kingdome, and the empty 
Name of Emperour accompany him to his Graue. 
A-ſecond of leſſe Conſequence, in the Vizier De- 
lauir Baſſa, from whom I having receiued parti- 
cular Friendſhip-about- fix Dayes before this V p- 
rore, I went to viſitt; and hauing no other Buſi- 
nes butt to perſwade him to ſtay the King from 
this 
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this intended ene I gaue him many Rea- 


ſions in the prefent Eſtate of their owne Affaires, 
e ſpecially the Treaty with Poland. To which he 
replyed very grauely; then vrging the Feare of 
'  fome Tumult collected from the be 
rumour'd in the Towne, T was bold to deale 
playnly, ſyncerely, and friendly with him, that 
jf any ſuch thing ſhould happen, the Fault would 
only be imputed to him, as beeing of Authority 
to perſwade the King, whom his Quality and 
_ Youth-would excuſe; but all the Fury would be 
diſcharged vpon the greateſt Miniſter ; deſiring 
him to conſider the Euent, att leaſt to take my 
Affection in the beſt Part. The old Reynard ſtay- 
ed a while from Reply; at laſt ſmiling to him- 
ſelfe at mee, who perſwaded him, againſt that 
Which was his owne Counſell, he gaue me a final 
 Anſwexe ; That there was no Remedy; he durt 
not ba dard himſelfe to oppoſe the King's Reſolu- 
tion; but aſſured mee, he would ſo order the 
Matter, as this Journey ſhould not proceed ſo farr 
as was expected. I concluded for myfelfe, de- 
firing then, that he would leaue mee. a particular 
Recommendation to the Chimacham, or Deputy, 
as his Friend. To which he ſodainly replyed, 
Trouble not your ſelfe, nor feare; I will neuer re- 
moue ſo farre, but that I will leaue one of my 
Leggs in this Citty to ſerue you. Which the 
poore Man fullfilled ; for beeing murthered in 
2 fewe Dayes after, one of his Leggs, whole and 
entire, was hanged in the Hippodrome, the moſt 
Publique Place of the Citty. Laſtly, in Things 
yet to come, and probably to be ſuſpected; that 
the Soldiours in ſia, who haue nowe loſt their 
Hopes, will not ſitt downe with this Affront, but 
rather will attempt ſome Reuenge ſor the A

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of Hat Hin which was their Martyr: or that 
ſome great Haſſaes farr'remoued from Court will 
apprehend this Occaſion, not to obey an Vſurper 
ſett vpp by Treaſon, and vpon that Coulor ground. 
their owne Ambition: or that all enery. where 
will. fall into Combuſtion, and inteſtine. Warre; 
for I dare not hope that God will open the Eyes 
of Chriſtian Princes to ſee the Littleneſs of their 
owne vnciuill Quarrels, while this mighty, Mo- 
narchy inuĩteth them to Concord, and to devide yt 
as a proſtituted Prey. 8

On Satterday Euening, the firſt of Zune follow- 
ing, the Capiaga or Maior Domo. of the e 
hauing receiued a ſecret Order to remoue the Bre- 
thren of ae from their Lodgings, and in the 
Night to ſtrangle them; as he was performing his 
Command, ayded with a fewe of the Carnifices 
to cap ava) de Princes, they cryed out; the 
Pages running to the Noiſe, and encouraged by 
the Caflariaga,. who had ſome Suſpition, without 
further Examination kill the Capiaga; now al- 
moſt every Order hauing riſen againſt their one 
Head, that Night they ſent ſecretly to the Jani- 
varies and Spahees to enform them what they had 
done, and in the Morning early hanged his Body 
in the Hippodrome for a publique Spectacle. The 
Soldiours retorned in Fury to Court in fauor 
of the Pages, and demanded Juſtice againſt thoſe 
that had conſented to this wicked Order, which 
had made an end of all the Ottoman Race, only 
this Muſtafa left aliue, who is fo holy a Sain&, 
that he will not people the World with Sinners, 
nor endure any; Woemen about him. The inno- 
|. cent King proteſts he knowes nothing of this Pur- 
poſe, and if his Command were procured, it was 
gotten by Subreption ; and he is eaſily belecued.

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But his Mother, another Liuia, and the new _ 
Vizier Daout Baſſa, who had her Daughter to 
Wie, were vehemently ſuſpected. ' It was a Day 
of Diuan or Councill, but theſe Soldiours would 
ſuffer none, vntill they had an Accompt of this 
Treaſon, The Vizier denyes all, the Mother is 
a Wooman, and hidden in the Houſe, et it is 
very likely that both were guilty, to vphold and 
ſecure their owne Authority, yt beeing rumored, 
that the Vizier determined to place Subditiouſſy, 
in the Roome of the elder Prince, his owne Sonne, 


and very like him, and ſo to gouerne Mufiafa for 
a Tymeè, and by his Remoue to eſtabliſn himſelfe 
and his Race for euer. But now, ſomwhat muſt 
be done to appeaſe the People; therefore Daout 
Baſſa is degraded from his Office, and one Hu- 
ein Baſſa, newly arriued from the Gouerment of 
Cairo, aduanced to his Place, with Promiſe of 
further Examination; ſince, the Fury once ouer, 
there hath bene no great Search nor Diſcovery 
made; I think the Seltene Chegtins have quiet- 
ed the Matter. This new Vizier, a Man here 
without Friends, yet verß rich, of a ſtubborne 
and obſtinat Nature, reported juſt in his Waies, 
but perem ptory and inflexible, audax, ferox, et 
prout animum intendit, prauus aut induſtrius eadem 
2, one from whom all Men may expect much 
Good ot much Ill, beginns his Gouerment rough- 
ly, undertakes to puniſh Inſolencies early, and 
profeſſeth a Reformation, or to be a Sacrifice: a 
fan fitt for theſe Times, that are deſperate; for 
the worſt wil be, that he-muſt at laft endure their 
Fury. In the meane while, he procures a litle 
Awe, and hath reftored the Face of Juſtice : yet, 
Jam petfywaded, yt cannot loſt long. The Ghoſt 
of 'Ofmar: will not be at reſt, 'vntill there are ſome 
of 3 N FJ 04 ˙ Hot of FT WASTES: parentalia :

ſend me, and to renew upon occaſion of our late 
Alliances, a Character, which the Crown of 
England had diſcontinued in that Country, ſince 
King James's Time. In order hereunto I was 
left at liberty to take my Leave of the Marquis, 
and to return into England as ſoon as I pleaſed, 
which I did by the Way of Holand, and left 

moſt of my Servants and Horſes at Utrecht. 
Upon my Arrival here, I was received both by 
the King and Court a great deal better than 1 
could deſerve or pretend; but People ſeem ge- 
nerally pleaſed with the Councils and Negotia- 
tions, in which I have had fo much Part fince 
Chriſtmas laſt ; and I underſtand not Courts fo ill 
(how little ſoever I have been uſed to them) as 
not to know, that one ought not to loſe the Ad- 
vantage of coming Home with the common 
Opinion of ſome Merits or goed Hitts at one's 
Back; if one's Buſineſs be de pouſſer ſa Fortune; 
and I am put ar f in mind of it upon this 
Occaſion, by ſeveral of thoſe many new Friends 
one would think I had at this time of Day, as 
well as by ſome of my old ones ; but I cannot 
imagine why I ſhould pretend to have deſerved 
more than my Pay of the King, for which 1 
terved him in my late Employments; and if . 
| ; "00 
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got Honour by them, twas ſo much more than I 
had to reckon upon. Beſides, I ſhould be ſorry 
to aſk Money of him at a Time when, for aught 
I can judge by the Cry of the Court, he wants it 
more than I do. The Spaniſh Ambaſſador and 
Baron 4*1/ola, as well as others of my Friends, 
would needs be aſking a Title for me, and *tis 
with Difficulty enough that I have prevented it; 
but *tis that I am ſure I never can have a mind 
to, and if it ſhould ever be offered me, I re- 
ſolve it ſhall either begin with you, if you deſire 
it, if not, with my Son, which I had much 
rather. But I ſuppoſe, nothing of this can 
happen in our Court without Purſuit, and fo I 
reckon mylelf in all theſe Points juſt where L 
was about ſix Months ago, but only deſigned for 
another Embaſſy, and no Man knows how that 
will end. I am very much preſs'd to: diſpatch. 
my Preparations for it, by. my Lord Keeper and! 
Lord Arlington, who are extream kind to me, as 
well as to the Meaſures lately taken. by; their 
Miniſtry, and ſeem to value themſelves-a: great 
deal upon them. They ſay, all the Buſineſs the 
King now has, both at Home and Abroad, will 
turn upon my Hand in Holland, by keeping the 
French from breaking in upon our late Alliances,. 
and the Confidence between us; and. by drawing 
the Emperor and the Princes of the Empire into a. 
common Guaranty. of a. Peace; and thereupon 
they are mighty earneſt with me to haſten away. 
On tother. Side, the Commiſſioners of the Trea- 
ſury ſeem to have more mind to my Company 
here than I could expect: for after ſome of them. 
had tried to hinder the King's Reſolution, of: 
ſending either an Ambaſſador at all into Holland 
(upon Pretence of ſo long Diſuſe of. that Cha- 
. | Tater). 
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racter) or me in particular; when that could 
not be carried, they prepared my Way by entering 
upon new Regulations in the Exchequer, among 
which, thoſe concerning foreign Employments, 
brought down_ the Equipage Money of Ambaſ- 
fadors from three thouſand Pounds, as it has 
been fince the King came in, to fifteen hundred 
Pounds in France and Spain, and to one thouſand 
Pounds in all other Courts ; and their Allowance, 
from one hundred Pounds a Week to ten Pounds 
a Day in France and Spain, and to ſeven in other 
Places. Though this be pretended by the Com- 
miſſioners as only a Piece of a general Scheme of 
Parſimony, they find neceſſary in the preſent Con- 
dition of the Revenue; yet I underſtand it as 
calculated juſt at this Time particularly for me; 
and my Lord Arlington confetles, he thinks it fo 
too, and takes part in it as a Piece of Envy or 
Malice to himſelf as well as to me, from ſome 
who are ſpited at all that has lately paſſed 
between Us and Holland, and at the Perſons who 
have been at the Head of thoſe Councils. For 
my Part, I reſent it not only as a Thing I have 
not deſerved, upon an Employment caſt wholly 
upon me by the King's Choice, and, as he 
ſeems to think, by the Neceſſity of his Affairs; 
but as that which I find plainly by the ſhort Ex- 
perience of my laſt Embaſly, will not defray the 
Expence of another, with any Honour to the 
King-or myſelf Abroad ; and though I do not 
pretend to make my Fortune by theſe Em- 
ployments, yet I - confeſs I do not pretend to 
tuin it neither. I have therefore been reſolved 
everal times abſolutely to refuſe this Embaſly, 
unleſs it be upon the > all others have had : 
dut ay Lord Arlingten puts fo much Weight 
5 2 upon 
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upon my going, that he will not hear of it: he ſays, 
tis that our good Friends would have, and intend 
by this Uſage ; and that I can no way 1 
them ſo much as by going, and that this Rule 
will be broken in thre® Months time: that I 
ſhould not conſider ſmall Matters of Money in 
the Courſe of my Fortnne, and that the King 
cannot fail of making mine at a Lump one 
time or other : that there is nothing I may not 
expect from him upon my Return from this 
Embaſſy; and that if his Majeſty had not thought 
me of abſolute Neceſſity to him in Holland upon 
this Conjuncture, he had brought me now into 
Secretary Morris's Place, which upon my going 
Abroad is deſigned for Sir 2 Trevor. My 
Lord Keeper is of the ſame Mind, to have me 
Dy no means refuſe it (as he ſays) neither for the 

ng's Sake nor my own; and your old Friend 
Sir Robert Long agrees with them both; and ſays, 
after a Year or two of this Embaſſy, I cannot fail 
of being either Secretary of State, or ſent Am- 
baſſador into Spain; which are both certain Ways 
of making any Man's Fortune. 3 
With all this, I confeſs I find it not very 
eaſy to reſolve, and very much defire yours and 
my Brother's Opinion upon it: and that you may 
the better give it me, I ſhall tell you one Circum- - 
ſtance which weighs a little with me, though 
not at all with my Friends here. They are all 
of Opinion, the Meaſures the King has lately 
taken cannot be broken nor altered, however 
they may be ſnatled at by ſome Perſons, upon 
particular Envy or Intereſt; but J ſee plainly there 
are others of another Mind. Sir Thomas Clifford 
ſaid to a Friend of mine in Confidence, upon all 
the Joy that was here at the Concluſion of the 
he Triple 
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Triple Alliance; Mell, for all this Noiſe, we 
muſt have yet another War with the Dutch before it 
be long. And, I ſee plainly already, that he and 
Sir George Downing are endeavouring with. all 
the Induſtry that can be, to- engage the EAI 
India Company here in- ſuch Demands and Pre- 
tenſions upon. the Dutch, as will never be yielded 
to on that Side, and will increaſe a Jealouſy, 
they will ever have, of our unſteady Councils, 
= of our leaving ſtill a Door open for ſome 
new Offences when we ſhall have a mind to take 
them. On t'other Side, the French will leave no 
Stone unturned, to break this Confidence between 
Us and Halland, which ſpoils all their Meaſures, 
and without which, they had the World be- 
fore them. If they can, they will undermine it 
in Holland by Jealouſies of the Prince of Orange, 
or any other Artifice, and will ſpare neither Pro- 
miſes nor Threats. If I ſhould be able to keep 
that Side ſtanch, they will ſpare none of the 
ſame Endeavours here, and will have ſome good 
Helps that I ſee already, and may have others 
that do not yet appear. If by any of theſe 
Ways, or other Accidents, our preſent Meafures 
come to change; I am left in Holland to a cer- 
tain Loſs, upon the Terms they would fend me, 
though I ſhould be paid, but to a certain Ruin if 
I ſhould not; which I may well expect from the 
good Quarter I may reckon upon.from ſome in 
the Treaſury ; and when my Embaſly ends, I 
may find a new World here, and all. the fine 
Things I am told of, may prove Caſtles in the 
Air. There is I know, a great deal to be ſaid 
for my going, but on tother Side, I am well as I 
am, and cannot be ruined: but by tuch an Ad- 
venture as this, I beg of you to let. me know 
| ws your 
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your Opinion upon the Whole; and if I could 

. the Confidence, I ſhould beg a great deal 
more earneſtly that I might ſee you here, ſince I 
cannot get looſe to wait on you there, Till I 
hear from you, I ſhall let the Talk and the Forms 
of my Embaſſy go on, and am confident, how- 
ever they preſume, yet I can ſpin out the Time 
of ray going till about the End of Auguſi, in hopes 
of ſeeing you here; which will be, I am ſure, the

| Ray make you my humble Acknowledgments 
for ſo great a Preſent, as you have been pleafed 

to ſend me towards that Expence I have reſolved 
to make at Sheen: and aſſure you, no Part 
of it ſhall either go any other way, or leſſen 
what I had intended of my own. I doubt not 
to compaſs what I told you of my Lord Lift, 
for enlarging my ſmall Territories there; when 
that is done, I propoſe to beſtow a thouſand 
Pounds upon the Conveniences of the Houſe 
and Garden; and hope that will reach all I 
care for: So that your five hundred Pounds 
may be laid out rather for Ornament than Uſe, 
as you ſeem to defire, by ordering me to make 
the Front perfectly uniform. Your Care of that, 
and me, in this Matter is the more obliging, the 
leſs I find you concur with me in my Thoughts 
of retiring wholly from public Affairs, and to 
that Purpoſe, of making my Neſt at this time

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as pleaſant and commodious as I can afford it, 
Nor ſhall 1 eaſily reſolve to offer at any of 
thoſe Advantages you think I might make upon 
ſuch a Retreat, of the King's Favour or good 
Opinion, by pretending either to- Penſion or 
any other Employment.

And whereas upon my ſeveral Jour- 
nies over in the late Conjunctures, he had ever 
quitted all Company to receive me, and did it 
always with open Arms, and in the kindeſt 
manner that could be; he made me this laſt 
time ſtay an Hour and half in an outward 
Room before he came to me, while he was in 
private with my Lord Afbly. He received me 
with a Coldneſs that I confeſs ſurpriſed me; 
and after a quarter of an Hour's Talk of my 
Jourhey and his Friends at the Hague, inſtead 
of telling me the Occaſion of my being ſent for 
over, or any thing elſe material, he called in 
Tata that was in the next Room, and after that 
my Lord Crofts, who came upon a common V iſt;

Since which Time, neither the King nor my 
Lord Arlington have ever ſaid three Words to 
me about any thing of - Buſineſs; though I 
have been as often in their Way as agreed 
with ſuch an ill Courtier as I' am, or a Man 
without Buſineſs as I found myſelf to be, 

I have ſeen my Lord Keeper and Mr. Se- 
retary. Trevor : and find the firſt uneaſy and 
apprehenſive of our preſent Councils; the laſt 
ſufficient and confident that no Endeavours can 
break the Meaſures between Us and Holland, 
becauſe they are eſteemed ſo 2 abroad 
and ſo rational at home: but, I find them 
both but barely in the Skirts of Buſineſs, and 
only in Right of their Poſts: and that in the 
Secret of it, the Duke of Buckingham, my 
Lord Arlington, my Lord Aſbly, and Sir Thomas 
Chfferd, at preſent compoſe the Miniſtry.

You know how different Sir Thomas Cliffora 
and I have always been ſince our firſt Ac- 
quaintance, in. our Schemes of Government, 
and many other Matters, eſpecially concerning 
our Alliance with Holland and that has been 
the Reaſon I ſuppoſe, of very little Commerce 
between us further than common Civility, in 
our frequent Encounters at my Lord Arlington's 
for ſeveral Years ,paſt: this made me a little 
ſurpriſed at his receiving me upon my firſt 
coming over, and treating me fince with a 
moſt wonderful Graciouſneſs, till tother Day, 
which I ſuppoſe has ended that Style. Upon 
the firſt Viſrt he made me, after many Civi- 


lities 2 
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lities, he told me, he muſt needs have two 
Hours Talk with me at-ſome Time of Lei- 
ſure and in private, upon our Affairs in Hol- 
land: and ſtill repeated this almoſt every time 
he ſaw me: till one Day laſt Week, when 
we appointed the Hour, and met in his Cloſet. 
He began with great Compliments to me about 
my Services to the King in my Employments 
abroad; went on with the Neceſſity of preſerv- 
ing our Meaſures with Holland, and the mutual 
Intereſt both Nations; had in it, and concluded 
with wondering why the States ſhould have 
ſhewed fo much Difficulty upon thoſe two Af- 
fairs of Surinam and the Ea/t-India Company, 
wherein our Demands ſeemed fo reaſonable. 
And how it came about that I had failed in 
compaſſing his Majeſty's Satisfaction in thoſe 
two Matters, after having ſucceeded ſo much 
in all my other Negotiations. I thought he 
might not have underſtood the Detail of thoſe 
two Affairs; and ſo deduced it to him, with 
the Dutch Reaſons, which I confeſs ſeemed to 
me in many Points but too well grounded. 
He ſeemed unſatisfied with them all, and told 
me I muft undertake that Matter again, and 
bring it to a Period; and aſked me whether 
I did not think I could bring them to Reaſon: 
I faid plainly I believed I never could, to what 
we called ſo, and therefore was very unwilling 
to undertake it: that J had ſpent all my Shot 
in vain; and therefore thought their beſt way 
would be to employ ſome Perſon in it that had 
more Wit or Ability than I. Upon this he 
grew a little moved; and replied, That, for 
my Wit and Ability they all knew I had enough; 
and all the Queſtion was, whether I was will-

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ing to employ them upon this Occaſion, which 
ſo much concerned the King's Service and the 
Honour of the Nation. Hereupon I told him, 


how I had uſed my utmoſt Endeavours in it 
already, how many Repreſentations I had made

mitted me from hence; and how all to no 
Purpoſe: and being, I confeſs, a little heated

Upon this in a great Rage he anſwered me; 


Yes, he would tell me what a Man might 


do more, and what I ought to do more; which 
was, to let the King and all the World know 


how baſely and unworthily the States had uſed 


him; and to declare publicly how their Mini- 
ſters were a Company of Rogues and Raſcals, 
and not fit for his Majeſty or any other Prince 


to have any thing to do with; and this was 


a Part. that no body could do ſo well as J. 


My Anſwer was very calm, That I was not a 


Man fit to make Declarations: that whenever 
J did upon any Occaſion, I ſhould ſpeak of 


all Men what I thought of them; and fo I 


ſhould do of the States, and the Miniſters I 


had dealt with there; which was all I could 
ſay of this Buſineſs. And ſo our Converſation 


ended. |
